EATTLE  (Wash.) Nov. 19.— 
8 Seattle's water supply cut off, the 

municipal light plant out of com- 
mission, railroad service demoralized, 
bridges washed out and valley towns 
and farms under water, represent the 
damage done today by the floods in 
Western Washington, caused by the 
heavy rains in the lowlands and the 
sudden melting of six feet of snow 
in the Cascade Mountains. 

Reports received by the railroads 
from their stations high up in the 
mountains say that the rivers are be- 
ginning to fall, but the water con- 
tinues to rise at an alarming rate in. 
the lowlands, and it is feared that 
much damage will be done. 

SERIOUS ASPECT. 

The most serious aspect ot the flood 
is the cutting off of Seattle'e water 
supply, which is obtained from Cedar 
Lake, thirty-five miles east of here, 
and is brought into the city reservoirs 
by two big pipe lines, one five and 
one eight feet in diameter. A bridge 
sixteen miles west of Moncton, where 
the Seattle municipal power plant is 
situated, that carries the pipe lines

Per- 
sons who have enough sugar in their 
food,” he continued, are better nour- 
bed and better looking, as well as 
more energetic, than those who ne- 
glect carbohydrates in their dietary. 

“Carbohydrates as contained in 
sugars, are very quickly assimilated, 
and thus so much energy is not ex- 
pended in the process of digestion as 
in other foods.

The 
ceremony of the burning was per- 
formed by Rev. Dana W. Bartlett. 
who was assisted by Judge Curtis D. 
Wilbur. 

Members of Bethlehem Church 
were guests the First Church and 
after the mony of burning the 
papers, the pastor, Rev. William Hor- 
ace Day, preached on “The Old and 
the New.“ He said in part: 

“The work of Bethlehem is a beau- 
tiful illustration of the old spirit of 
Christian service taking new forms in 
a. new civilization. The relation of 
the new to the old commands the at- 
tention today, as when Jesus stood on 
the Mount of Galilee to give the new 
é to the kingdom. There was a 
¢hallenge by the people, peremptory, 
though unspoken. They questioned: 
Are you a mere revolutionary, a reck- 
less destroyer of the past? Are you 
but one of that long line of deluders 


titude into the wilderness by persuad- 
ing them that the mirage of the desert 
was a real city, in which homeless 
men might dwell, and a real lake at 
which thirsty men might drink? Are 
vou he that should or look we 
tor another? They venerated their 
ancient law and the temple worship. 
“In response to this challenge 
Jesus declared himself to be a con- 
servative. “I came not to destroy the 
law.’ he sald. ‘One jot or tittle shall 
in no wise pass away from the law 
until all be fulfilled.” No real treas- 
ure of the past can perish. Truth can- 
not die. The néw must fulfill and 
complete the old, and the old must 
become a stepping-stone to the new. 
“A California parable will illustrate:

some years since, and one was wise 
and the other otherwise.

TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
GAMBLING IN SOME RESPECTS 18 SIMI- 
LAR TO ROBBERY AND MURDER; 

SHOULD BE SUPPRESSED. 

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher preached 
to a great congregation at Temple 
Baptist Church last night on “Aristo- 
cratic Bridge and Common Gambling.” 
He said, in part: 

“There is a difference of opinion 
on the part of some good pecple as 
to the good or evil of the card table. 
However, I do not think that anyone 
will attempt to deny that the various 

games are games of chance. 

“My objection to the card table is 
based mainly upon this fact. Games 
of chance seem to require, sooner 
or later, an added incentive in the 
way of gambling, and the spirit of 
gambiing is absolutely destructive to 
the highest development of ly or 
womanly character. Let us {notice 
the following objections to tic 
bridge and common gambling: 

“Games of chance tend to increase 
the spirit of gambling that would 
ultimately mean the destruction of 
society and business. The spirit of 
gambling is so manifest in every de- 
partment of life at the present time 
that it is a great mistake to en- 
courage that spirit in either young 
or old. The spirit of gambling 
strikes at every part of society. 
There seems to be in human nature 
an inherent desire to get something 
for nothing or to take chances in 


life. 

“The universal prevalence of this 
vice is a reason for parental vigilance 
and a reason for remonstrance from 
the citizen, the parent, the preacher 
and the press. Gambling is founded 
upon the very worst perversion of 
certain powers of human nature. We 
need a certain amount of excitement, 
we like it. Within certain limits it 
is necessary and helpful, but beyond 
this limit it is exhausting and de- 
structive. To gain this exhilaration 
of mind and body, human nature has 
tried a thousand things. Gambling 


As a result of this extreme and con- 
tinuous excitement, every other pur- 
suit in life becomes tasteless, for no 
ordinary event in life can furnish 
the stimulus that gambling furnishes.” 
II. “Games of chance and the spirit 
of gambling are destructive of energy 
and industry. Dependence upon ‘luck’ 
or ‘chance’ is always destructive of 
that self-reliance which depends up- 
on one’s honest exertions to succéed 
in lite. There is no such thing as 
‘luck’ or ‘chance’ in the sense that 
a thing happens without any 
cause. In a world of law and order

gradually cease to put forth efforts 
that would bring about an honest re- 
sult to his credit. 

“Gambling is only the extreme re- 
sult or habit of a life that has been 
trained to depend on chance. Send 
a young man or a young woman out 
into the world with the idea that 
luck or chance makes up a great 
part of the good fortune of people, and 
they have started on the road to ruin. 
One of the most important, practical 
truths of life is to ‘impress on the 
mind of every child that he has to 
depend, under Gad, on his own honest 
exertions for getting on and getting 
up in the world.’ In the mighty strug- 
gie for a place in this world, young 
people need te have this thought im. 
pressed on them more than ever be- 
fore, that if they are going to suc- 
ceed it means honest, hard, downright, 
upright, work. Work. Work. Things 
do not ‘turn up’ in this world unless 
you turn them up. 

III. “Games of chance and the 
gambling spirit mean the destruction 
of honesty and happiness. The card 
table, with stakes and prizes offered 
to the best players, is a method of 
gambling. It is in reality a violation 
o fthe laws of the State. It creates 
the desire to get something for noth- 
ing, which is the real essence of steal- 


ing. 

“A highwayman meets you on the 
street and compels you to surrender 
your purse. He wants something for 
nothing, and that fs robbery. Two men 
sit at the same table, aid mutually 
agree, by the shuffling of cards, to 
get something one from the other 
for nothing. That is robbery also. The 
difference is that in the first case 
there was one robber, known as a 
highwayman; in the second case there 
were two, known as gamblers. The 
fact that they agreed to rob each other 
does not change the moral quality of 
the act at all. For this reason I de 
not believe in playing.cards for prizes. 

“That the spirit of gambling enters 
into most of the card clubs and card 
parties cannot be denied. The ladies 
come together. They put twenty-five 
cents. apiece into a jack-pot,.’ (1 do 
not know whether the ladies call it 
that or not, but that is what the 
gamblers call it.) and the one Who 
wins the most games gets a prize 
bought with the money that all the 
members have put into the jack- pot.“ 
In the case of confirmed gamblers, 
they simply take the money and keep 
it. In spirit and intent, there is not 
a particle of difference between such 
a game in a parlor, conducted by 
beautiful young women. | 

“I have been told that there 16 sel- 
dom a card party given in the city 
from which some woman does not 
go-away with bitter feel and 
hatred or spite in her heart. In the 
gambling den when the ‘lie’ ts passed 


round and cneating is detected they 


do not rise to pull hair, but to shoot 
each other down. They do not ro away 
the mere feeling of disappoint- 
wien because they have lost, but they 
go out to commit suicide in dishonor 
and disgrace. I say, the spirit of 
gambling is destructive of all honesty 
and happiness. There is not a home 
where the husband is a gambler where 
happiness is to be found. 

IV. “Games of chance and the 
spirit of gambling are destructive of 
repu and character. The own- 
er of a noted gambling house boasted 
that he had ruined a man a day for 
five years. No young man or young 
woman who prizes his or her reputa- 
tion can afford to be linked with an in- 
stitution that would tend to ruin repu- 
tation. Taking it all for all, the card 
table is recognized as a world-wide 
institution for gambling. It has been 
blackened by dishonesty, stained by 


murder and disgraced by innumerable 
wrecks of reputation and character.

While there are a few people 
who may disesteem the churches of 
today the fact is that the great ma- 
jority of people claim, and that 
proudly, some relation to the church. 

“The old story that the poor and 
the laboring classes are estranged 
from the church may be more or less 
true to outward appearances, but 
among 3000 workingmen whom 1 
personally interviewed in one city 
more than 95 per cent. of them 
claimed some relation to and interest 
in the church. They did not wish to 
be considered as antagonistic to the 
church. The wonder to me is that 
they have as much interest in us as 
they have. For while it must be ad- 
mitted that the organized church of 
Christ has done more for the biless- 
ing of the worid than any other force, 
yet how little are we doing com- 
pared to the mighty possibilities and

WALNUTS WITH PORT. 

{Lancet:] Walnuts are seldom discussed 
without reference to port, but the associa- 
tion is physio'ogically unsound, especially 
as the invariable custom is to eat the wal- 
nuts and drink the port after dinner. The 
food value of walnuts is very high. They 
are very rich in fat, containing as mich as 


nearly 16 per cent. It has been calculated 
that thirty large walnut kernels contain as 
mvch fat as two and three-fourths pounds 
of lean beef, and yet the walnut is used as 
a supplement to a square meal. Added to 
this the glass of port, say two fluid ounces 
contains, besides 180 grains of alcohol, sev. 
enty grains of grape sugar. In the com 
bination therefore we have all the elements 
which make for a complete diet, namely 
fat, protein. carbohydrate to which may be 
added mineral salts. Port and walnuts 
after a meal are therefore from a nutritive 
point of view, “ridiculous excess.” The di- 
gestive disturbance to which this excess 
may easily lead is, in fact, the price paid 
for an aesthetic induleence The peculiay 
palatabilitv of a crushed mass of wa mute 
occasionally with an elegant 
port is a Dart attribvted to the smooth.

Kicking away from the men in the 
back field is a point which always 
should be uppermost in the minds of 
the punters. A succesful punter ai- 
ways will see that his defense is ar- 
ranged properly to give him the de- 
sired protection and he always Will 
move back a couple of yards when he 
finds Re is being hurried in his at- 
temps 

Inteliigent players will learn most 
of these points themselves, but the 
coaches also should insist. A punter 
always should stand from eight to ten 
yards back, for he must allow for the 
sumber of steps which he takes toward 
the scrimmage line in booting the ball. 
He should see that the linemen hold 
their positions until they have heard 
the sound of contact of the ball with 
the punter’s foot. They then should 
charge down the field to tackle the 
catcher it the opportunity is presented. 
In this connection it is a mighty good 
thing to have the center trio lock legs 
and always protect the inside holds. 
With the tackles charging toward: the 
inside, it is a mighty hard proposition 
to block kicks if the punter gets his 
attempts away quickly and the center 
passes the ball acqurately.
